ORDER

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED, to be entered nunc pro tunc, that paragraph 3 of

the Order entered May 17, 2006, be and it therefore is amended to state:
3. During the 12 months ending March 31, 2006, Southeast
Daviess purchased 579,585,200 gallons of water from Owensboro and sold
546,137,670 gallons. The increase in the cost of purchased water is $75,9286,
resulting in a purchased water adjustment of $0.14 per 1,000 gallons.
